There are many people 
who, with all the will in 
the world demanding a 
British victory in this 
war, still ask what good it 
did: for Yugoslavia to offer 
challenge to German 
might. The answer may 
perhaps be detected in a 
letter addressed to the 
“New York Times” by the 
Yugoslavian Minister to 
Washington, M. Constan- 
tin Fotich, who begins by 
pointing out that the 
Yugoslavs could have 
“bargained for their free- 
dom with unscrupulous 
aggressors.” 


They might have pre- 
- Served for a time, at least, 
a semblance of indepen-! 
dent existence if they had 
been prepared to “cooper 
ate” on the degrading 
terms that Hitler offered. 
Why did they chuose to 
resist, and what good did 
their resistance do? In 
less than two weeks of 
fighting their army was 
forced to capitulate: their 
leading cities were des- 
troyed; thousands of men, 
and of women and chil. 
dren too, were killed or 
maimed; the rest will be 
treated worse by the 
Germans than if they had 
not resisted. How can we 
say that their resistance 
was worth while? 


That is the question 
that disheartened people 
— in Yugoslavia itself, in 
Turkey, even in Hong 
Kong — ask themselves. 
One answer, as Mr. 
Fotitch’s letter makes 
clear, is that this is a 
decision that a liberty- 
loving people doeg not 
make on any mere cold- 
blooded calculation. Their 
choice is immediate and 
instinctive. They identify 
liberty with life. They 
prefer to fight for it even 
against impossible odds 
rather than accept an 
abject slavery tamely. 
Any other choice is ““men- 
tally and _ spiritually 
impossible.”

Hartrich arrived in Manila 
April 17 from Saigon after a tour

correspondent for the London 
“News-Chronicle,” “Newsweek” 
and North American Newspaper 
Alliance. He plans to spend about 
a month in the Philippines, in 
anticipation of “big news” which 
he expects will break here in a 
few weeks. 


The first report linking th® 
name of von Luckner with the 
ship sinkings in the Pacific broke 
out of Hong Kong on January 3 
and wag carried by the Associated 
Press. It said that survivors of 
two Norwegian merchantmen, one 
of which was said to have been 
sunk and the other se'zéd were 
responsible for the story about 
von Luckner. 

The story was that the crew of 
a Nazi sea raider boarded a Nor- 
wegian ship in Sumatran waters 
after an exchange of fire in which 
nine Norwegians were killed. The 
raider, first mistaken for a peace- 
ful merchantman, turned out to 
be the Glen Line’ ship Glengarry, 
a new ship with a speed of 2 
knots, which was selzed by the 
Germans at Copenhagen and sent 
}to the south Pacific by devious 
routes. Von Luckner himself, 50 
the story goes, addressed the sur- 
vivors, saying he regretted he had 
to fire. Altogether he treated the 
survivors with every considera- 
tion. 


Headed For Kobe 


The raider then went to the In- 
dian ocean. She approathed an- 
qther Norwegian ship with her 
rails lowered and used shells to 
sink the vessel. The survivors 
were taken aboard the raider as 
captives, and the ship headed for 
Kobe, Japan, where the prisoners 
were placed aboard the Nazi liner 
Scharnhorst. Subsequently a num- 
ber of the Norwegians were re- 
leased and repatriation to Nor- 
way was arranged by British and 
Norwegian consular agents,.

than unywhere else in the district.

daly be given in charity matches. 

1 consider that one of the nmiost ime 
portant things which tt is necessary for 
a referee to possess, Isa wood sense of 
human nature and foam oof the firin 
opinion that tb is most necessary Cor 
revery referee to make a sludy of 
human neture, 

‘There are games In which I ls neces. 
sary for the referee ta find oul, as 
quickly as possible, the temperaments 
uf the majority of the players on the 
fleld, and when one realises there ts 
only a maximum of 70 minutes, in most 
‘eames in the Colony, In which this can 
be done, itis no mean task, espectally 
when one must take Into consideration 
{the fact that every one of the 22 players 
may be ‘welghing up’’ the referee with 
an equally keen, sensu of human nature, 
In inmost games the referee has to do 
most of his summing up within’ the 
first 10 or 15 minutes, 

To explain just what I am driving at, 
take the player who, on the spur of 
‘the moment, brings down his man in 
a way not allowed by the Book. Very 
often it is quite vbvious, although It was 
Intentional, there was no real badness 
in his tackle and, in these cases, I find 
as a #eneral rule, a word of warning, 
when you are next near this player, all 
that is necessary. We should always 
remember that there are but few of 
us who have not done something much 
the same, in our playing days, withou’ 
having the sitghtest tll-feelings towards 
our opponent, I find the same kind of 
warning $s generally all that Is required 
in the case of the chap who gets so 
keen as to be dangerous, Hts charges 
or tackles are not made with the Inten- 
tion of hurting his opponent, and a 
friendly word will often curb his keen- 
ness, 

Players who commit such offences, 
are not, usually, much trouble to the 
referee, 

Then we get the player who cannot 
stand belng beaten by a better man 
without having to show his resentment 
In a Case like 
this, I have found, it is very little use 
just giving a word of warning without 
stopping the game. The nature of the 
chap who cannot stand being beaten ts 
not, &@58 @ rule, one who will take a 
friendly tip from the referee, Here, I 
‘most certainly constder it advisabic, 
the referee should, on the very first 
occasion, be very definite in the way 
he, informs the player that he has seen 
the offence, and there will not be an- 
other, one, allawed to happen without 
the offender being told to ‘‘GQ!"

They might have pre-| 
Served fora time, at least, | 
a semblance of indepen-! 
dent existence if they had 
been prepared Lo “cooper 
ate” on the degrading 
terms that Hitler offered. 
Why did they chuose ta 
resist, and what good did 
their resistance do? In 
less than two weeks of 
fighting their army was 
forced to capitulate: their 
leading cities were des- 
troyed; thousands of men, 
and of women and _ chil- 
dren too, were killed or 
maimed; the rest will be 
treated worse - by the 
Germans than if they had 
not resisted. How can we 
say that their resistance 
was worth while? 


That is the question 
that disheartened people 
-— in Yugoslavia itself, in 
Turkey, even in Hong 
Kong — ask themselves. 
One answer, as Mr. 
Fotitch’s letter makes 
clear, is that this is a 
decision that a liberty- 
faving people does not 
make on any mere cold- 
blooded calculation. Their 
choice is immediate and 
‘instinctive. They identify 
liberty with life. They 
prefer to fight for it even 
apainst impossible odds 
rather than accept an 
abject slavery tamely. 
Any other choice is ‘‘men- 
tally and spiritually 
impossible.”

The first) report linking the 
fname of von Luckner with the 
ship sinkings in the Pacific broke 
out of Hong Kong on January 3 
and was carried by the Associated 
Ptess. It said that survivors of 
two Norwegian merchanimen, one 
of which was said to have been 
sunk and the other seized were 
responsible for the story about 
von Luckner. 

The story was that the crew of 
a Nazi sea raider boarded a Nor- 
wegian ship in Sumatran waters 
after an exchange of fire in which 
nine Norwegians were killed. The 
raider, first mistaken for a peace- 
ful merchantman, turned out to 
be the Glen Line ship Glengarry, 
a new ship with a speed of 22 
knots, which was seized by the 
Germans at Copenhagen and sent 
to the south Pacific by devious 
routes. Von Luckner himself, so 
the story goes, addressed the sur- 
vivors, saying he regretted he had 
to fire. Altogether he treated the 
survivors with every  considera- 
tion. 


Headed For Kobe 


The raider then went to the In- 
dian ocean, She approached an- 
other Norwegian ship with her 
rails lowered and used shells to 
sink the vessel. The survivors 
were tuken aboard the raider as 
captives, and the ship headed for 
Kobe, Japen, where the prisoners 
were placed aboard the Nazi liner 
Scharnhorst. Subsequently a num- 
ber of the Norwegians were re- 
leased and repatriation to Nor- 
way was arranged by British and 
Norwegian consular agents,

“Last night,” he sald, “I saw 
hundreds of people scurrying 
Into a shelter. An official! told 
me they expected more than 
5,000. 


“This enormous shelter is un- 
der a railway goods yard—a mili- 
tary objective of the worst kind.” 


At another well-known station 
in the Metropolitan area with an 
important junction close by, he 
added, more bombs had fallen 
than anywhere else in the district, 


A few daya ago a 1,500Ib. 
bomb fell on that station. Under 
an arch 800 people were shelter. 
Ing, and 220 became casualties, 
Bixty-one being klitled outright. 
If the recommendation of the 

Horder Committee had been car- 
ried out, those sixty-one people 
would have been alive.

A BROADCAST to the United States by Edwin 
Hartrich, NBC representative, from:.the KZRH 
studio in Manila, said that the British’and Dutch 


navies had been ordered 


to catch Count Felix von 


Luckner, famed German sea raider during the world 
war, who, it .was claimed, is commanding a fleet of 
12 German raiders in the Pacific. 


Hartrich said he obtained thé story from a.skip- 
per of a commercial vessel plying between the Dutch 
East Indies and Manila who was actually operating 
under instructions from a European admiralty. 
The story has been known to him for four or five 


months, Hartrich added. 


Hartrich arrived in 
April 17 from Saigon after a tour 
of the Far East. He is American 
correspondent for the London 
“Newos-Chronicle," “Newsweek” 
and Narth American Newspaper 
Alliance, He plans to spend about 
a month in the Philippines. in 
anticipation of “big news" which 
‘the expects will break here in a 
few weeks. 

The first report linking the 
name of von Luckner with the 
ship sinkings in the Pacific broke 
out of Hong Kong on January 3 
and was carried by the Associated 
Press. It said that survivors of 
two Norwegian merchantmen, one 
of which was said to have been 
sunk and the other seized were 
responsible for the story about 
von Luckner. 

The story was that the crew of 
a Nazi sea raider boarded a Nor- 
wegian ship in Sumatran waters 
after an exchange of fire in which 
nine Norwegians were killed, The 
raider, first mistaken for a peace- 
ful merchantman, turned out to 
be the Glen Line ship Glengarry, 
a new sh'p with a speed of 22 
knots, which was seized by the 
Germans at Copenhagen and sent 
to the south Pacific by devious 
routes. Von Luckner himself, so 
the story gues, addressed the sur- 
vivors, saying he regretted he had 
to fire. Altogether he treated the 
survivors with every  considera- 
tion. 


Headed For Kobe 


The raider then went to the In- 
dian ocean, She approached an- 
other Norwegian «ship with her 
rails lowered and used shells to 
sink the vessel. The survivors 
were taken aboard the raider as 
captives, and the ship headed for 
Kobe, Japan, where the prisoners 
were placed aboard the Nazi linér 
Scharnhorst. Subsequently a num- 
ber of the Norwegians were re- 
leased and repatriation to Nor- 
way was arranged by British and 
Norwegian consular agents. 

About the same time British 
naval offictats in Landon said 
the commander of the German 

‘raider operating in the south 

Pacific area probably was von 

Luckner. 

Then = on February 14, in 
a radiocast from New York, 
Lowell Thomas, noted news 
commentaor, read excerpts of 
a Jet‘er from von  Luck- 
ner purporting to show that the 
day the famed sea raider was re- 
ported tracking down helpless 
British merchantmen in the south 
Pacific, he was hunting rabbits in 
Germany. The letter was mailed 
at Halle, Germany, on January 1, 
the day before London dispatches 
keporied him commanding a sea 
raider.

SUGGESTIONS 


Several suggestions 
were drawn up. at the 
meeting..of the Referee’s 
Associafion at their méet- 
ing yesterday to be 
presented to the Football 
Association for considera- 
tion at the  onnual 
| meeting.. 


The suggestions included an 
all-round increase in fees; travell- 
ing expedses; as the Navy and 
Army Had no local handbook, the 
niles for Kotewall Cup matches 
be ineluded the HLUBLBA, nand- 
book; the Referees’ Assovintion 
should receive written information 
as to whether a referee was the 
sole judge whether a ground was 
fit for play; the grounds at Flappy 
Valley should be marked off on the 
day of League games; official lines- 
men shoud be provided where 
teams were running neck and neck 
for the championship; fees or me- 
dals be given in charity matches. 


Mr. Beard’s Talk 


Mr, Beard in his talk on fvotball 
said in part:— 

1 consider that one of the most im- 
portant things which it is necessary for 
n referee to possess, is a good sense of 
human nature and It am of the firm 
opinion that it is most necessary fur 
every referee to make a study of 
human nature, 

There are games in which it is neces- 
sary for the referee to find out, as 
quickly as possible, the temperaments 
of the majority of the players*on the 
icld, and when one realises there ts 
only a maximum of 70 minutes, in most 
Hames {n the Colony, in whtch this can 
be done, It Is no mean tusk, especially 
when one must take Into consideration 
the fact that every one of the 22 players 
may be “weighing up” the referee with 
an equally keea sense of human nature, 
In most games the referee has to do 
most of his summing up within the 
first 10 or 15 minutes, 


To explain Just what Iam driving at; 
take the player who. on the spur of 
the moment, brings down his man in 
a way not allowed by the Bouk, Very 
often it is quite obvious, although it was 
Intentional, there was no real badness 
in his tackle and, In these cases, I find 
as a gengral rule, a word of warning, 
when you are next near this player, all 
that Is necessary. We should alwoys 
remember that there ore but few of 
us who have not done something much 
the same, In our playing days, without 
having the slightest ill-feelings towards 
our opponent. I find the same kind of 
warning ts generally all that is required 
in the ease of the chap who gets su 
keen as to be dangerous, Hts charges 
or tackles are not made with the inten- 
tion of hurting his opponent, and a 
friendly word will often curb hla keen- 
ness, 


P vyers who commit such offences, 
arc not, usually, much trouble to the 
referce, . 


| Then we get the player who cannot 
stand being beatan by a better man 
[without having to show his resentment 
jin no uncertain.manner,. In a case like 
this, I have found, iteis very little use 
Just giving a word of warning without 
stopping the game, The nature of the 
chap who cannot stand being beaten is 
not, as a rule, one who will take: a 
friendly tlp from the referee.

Referees Must Be Fit 


These tneldents are, of course, more 
likely to happen in Junior matehes in 
the Colony, where the reféree ts on his 
own, which only goes to emphasise the 
fact that the referee must make a 
special effort towards keeping himself 
fit for junior gdmes owing to the neces- 
sity for his closer contact with the

In conclusion, T would uke to refer

off his foot before going out of play. 
Now {tts only human nature to admire 
that player for his honesty and act 
upon his word BUT it Is also very 
essential to bear in mind how this might 
re-act, Let us suppose a goal is award. 
ed later in the same match against 
this defending player's side and the 
same player.comes up and tells the 
referee that the scorer of the goal 
handled the ball before scoring. If you 
NAD acted on his version of the corner 
inctdent, by changing your decision, 
tan’ it only logieal for the man to 
expect you to take his word and act on 
it when it ts to the advantage of his 
own side? The moral is, { am sure, 
ubvious, to all—'make your own deci- 
sions and stick. to them."
